And at 
ſuch rymeas the oportunitie ſerued nor to ſtirr 
vp the Huguenotes againſt th£ king, they lerted 


notto ſtir yp his owne brother, and the houſe / 
of Montmorancie a 


gainſt him, for the proſecuting 
whereof, the brother of the ſaid Montmorancie, 
and the Prince of Condie came into England,and 
there receyued the ſomme of 50. thowſand por 


des: which was paſt ouer by exchange , by way 


of Antwerp, and Colen, for the firſt leuy of 


men,and bringing in of Ca{imire. By meanesof 
which forces, the king was conſtrained to giue 


_ ynto his brother, Anww, Main, Towrain, &Tours, 


whereby his partage was made greater, the any 
brother roany king of Frannce before him. 

Now when Tan 42 meanes the French king 
was thus-much feebled, rhen was theſaid Duke 


of Aniow broughte into England, robe made the

By theſe attempres andpractizes, the king 
was coſtreyned ro withdrawe the forces that he 
"os intended & bent againſt infidells,to employ 
them in his owne countries againſt his owne 
ſubie&s. V Vith whome, being nowe enbranled 
in warres.there was ſent by {ca from Spaine for 
the payme:t of his (aldiers aboure the fomme of 
600.thowſang ducats,the which mony, was cea 
ſed vpoin the welt partes of Englad,notwnhſta- 
ding'the Q._ had giuen her paſporre forthe ſaf 
7 4a thereof: by which-meanes, the kinges af- 
faires were greatly lerand hindred, and thereup- 
on followed a generall aireſt of all marchants 
ſhippes,and goodes,in the love countries. And 
this ation tending to ſome further great incon- 
Ki uenlenge; 
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ueniece,the councell aſicnbled at Hampton canre, 
and conſulted ar ſungdriestymes inthe Queenes 
preſence, wherher-it weye beſt 5pen!y co breake 
with rhe king of Spaine or not, and after my 


deliberation, the! whole bodie of the councell 
concluded, not to breake with him in any vviſe- 


But ro make preſent reſticucion of rheſfaid 
mony, for diuers cau(es:and the rather, for char 
they had bur late before difpleaſed the French 
king,in aGiſting his Haguenores,and raking his 
tawnes,and mightnot y vithour imminear pe- 
rill, incurr the enmitie ofrwo ſuch poterprinces- 
Bur notyvithitanding this rheir generall reſolu- 
tion, beingallucoalented varo « cheQieene, 
M. Cecill did afreryyardes ſecretly perſyyade 
her vato.che corrarie, waereby the decree made 
by the vvhole body of the councell , was broke: 
cantrarie to the prerogirtiue of the councell of 
Englad, which is knovvne to be greater, the the 
auctaricie of any kinges counceliels in Europe. 
And hereupon .was the arreſt of marchants 
goodes contiaued, anda ſtay of trafyke, berwene 
J>4ine, England and the lavy countries, for three 
year2s tavether, tothe yadoing and decrinent, 


_aſvvell of many of the ſubiects of England, as of 


ſundrie rhe marchantes of the other countries. 
Butinche meane vvhile, al-ſuch fugitiues and 
traitors,as had inthe lovye countries committed 
any enormiouscrimes,or could pilfer, orviolerly 
abs or takeaway,any thing from the king , or 
his ocher ſubiets , were receyuedand' harbored 
in England, which vvas novy became the open 
xecepcacle of churchrobbers, and prieſt -kilers- 


_ Yeathe yery belles of the ſtezples of Chur- 
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ches , vvere caried into England, and there caſt 
into artillery. And one called Monfenr de Lumay, 
bein alio fled thether , receyned there ſuch in 
HoAions.tha he came puer into Holland & ſur 
priſed the toyyne of Briell,yvhich vyas the firſt 
toyyneinall thoſe partes, rhat vyas poſſeſſed by 
manifeſt rebe}lio,and the prefidet that Fluſhing, 
and diuers other townes { hortly after followed.

when any Engliſh for their encreafle of know 
lege in military affaires did come over, ordidin- 
tedro come ouet to ſerue the king ofSpaine,they 
were either beforetheir departure,or vpon their 


returne, impriſoned and puniſhed . I may nor 


heere omitr , that after the warres of Barbarie, 


made by Sebaſtian king of Portugall ( wherein 


the Mahometaines were aſs iſted with munitio 
againſt the Chritlians by the Engliſh, and rhe- 


ſaidKing was flaine)the nobtllirie and people of 


the realme of Portugall, having according to 
their lawes and cuſtomes , receyued the Cardi- 
nall (as the eldeſt of the blood roya]) ro be their 
king, and he being very aged, andnor hykely to 
marry and haue iffue , wereentred into conſul-

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tation about the ſuccelsion of the crowne, 
which being vnderſtood in England, and alſo 
that cheCardinall was enclyned vnro rhe Kongo 
Spaine, as his next heire, there was an Embatla- 
dorforth-vvith fenrouerfrom England, to offer 
the Portugales afsiſtance,forthe excluſion of the 
king of Spaine.. ; 
Bur this and the former praCtizes, being clo- 
ked yvicth much conning, vvere either deemed 
able to paſſe vneſpied, orels theſe kyndes of mo 
lettatios vverenor thoughr ſufficienr. Andthere- 
fore it yVas held neceflary, to atreprthe robbing 
of the kinges treaſure els vyhere, the better there 
vvithto maintaine his rebelles againſt him in 
the loyye countries. And albeit M. Hankins and. 
ſome others, had had bur ill ſucceffe inſuch at- 
tempres betore , there vyas novy one Franncs 
Drake ſent foorthe vnto the V Veſt Indies, 
vvhere in the ſtreighr of Darien, vnderſtanding

8& 
cables.let chedriue vnto,the ſeas. And in another 
ſhip called the Cagafnego ; they found precious 
ſtones, ievvels, 89. poiid yyaight of gold, & 2.2, 
tonne of filuer: vvhereof having pur themſelues 
in poſleſSion, after ſome ſmaller pilferizs, and 
Goking ofthe toyvne of Gaatulca, M. Drake and 
his company, returaed from this ng. hot and 
hardy (cruice, & inthe end, brought all this trea

come,and (© liberailin th? deuiton of ſhares to

And albeit that now and then, ſome poore p1- 
rate or other (rhroughe the imporrunare ſute of 
the parties endomaged)haue bene calt away vps 
on wapping ſhore, yer was their fi[dome orne- 
ver, any reltitution made ofthe ſtone goodes. 
Neither ſhould fuch great miſ-hap haue betyded 
thoſe pirates, had not rheir chiefelt offence bene, 
in ſtealing ro litle;For M.Drake himſelt, and di- 
uers other principal Captaines, haue bene much 
diſgraced,at ſuch rymes , as they returned home 
with ſmall booties, 

But this good ſucceſle of an i! enterprize, gaue 
greac deſyre tothe lyke attempt againe. And the 
new knight ofthe order of theuig, by the inequal 
deuiſio af hares , hauing. had perhaps rhe leaſt 
parte alſored vnro himſelf, was redy enoughe to 
vndertakeirt.

Don Antbomo then, accompaigned 
with Sir Iohn Norrice, and Sir Frauncis Drake, 
departed from Englad with aboue 20.thouſand 
ſoldiers, and mariners : Don Anthonio with full 
reſolution to take poſſeſsion of Portngall, but 
M. Drake, with afarr other fecrer deſignement, 
which being vttred by him ſelf vnto the queene, 
I would be lothe here to repeat, were it not for 
feare, of Jeauing the reader in erronius ſuſpitios. 
M. Drake forfoothe,did promiſle the Qzyery c6. 
fidently,ro bring the king of Spaine tokiſle her 
pantofle , or els to bring him , I know not to 
w hat woful lamentation But ſuch was the diſae 
| ſtrous effe&t of that iorney, that neither Don An- 
thonio obtained his expected kingdome, nor Ca 
ptaine Drake would once enter on ſhore in Por 
rugall to take the king of Spaine with him, 
V Vhereof two mighty inconueniences haue 
enſued, the one is,that the realme of Portugall is 
ſtill poſſeſſed by the right owner: and the other, 
that the Queenes pantofle is yet Vnkiſt,, by the 
kinge of Spaine. 
Neuertheleſle, excepting ſome 2-0r 3-thowſad, 
all the reſt ofthe ſoldiers and mariners,ſhewed 
morevalour the their leaders, for that they neuer 
r2turned back againe. bur either remained ſtill in 
 Portugall,or aboure that coaſt. Itis further to be 
noted, thata]beit in that voyage, they could not 
effectuare their deſyre againſt their enemyes, 
they did yer withour parrtialitie ſo ſet vpon 
their treindes, that they ſeazed vpon 50. \hippes 
ofthe Eaſterlinges which were bound to Spaine 


with 
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- with marchandize, ang caried thoſe away with 

| them, and ſo returned home vnto Plmonthe. 

 V Vhereenen ar their very landing, there hapned 
a more ſtrag encounter, the before in the whole 
jorney they had found . For the women of 
Plimonth, whoſe huſbandes by ill vſage were 
loſt in that voyage, beingarmed with diſtaues 
& other ynuſuall weapos, without any reſpect 
vnto kingſhip,or knighrhoode, began (o fierfly 
toallaulr 25 Anthomo, & Drake, that they were 
faine to defend them ſelues by force of Jegges. 

_ This voyage being thus ended, the. progreſle 
thereof was printed and publiſhed , both in 
Latin,and Engliſh. But the author thereof (in 
myne opinion} mighte well haue ſpared his

Los: what {ucceſle theſaid voyage bad had. 
V Vhar fithence hathe bene done,in the ſending

V Vhen being op- 
preſſed by the inſolencie of their rebells, they de 
fired hishelp: and among: others, to the French 
king. Vnto whole ayd , he ſent inthe firſt troo» 
bles,z-thowſand Spainardes, who were preſent 
at the bartaile of Dreux. | 
 _  Andafterwardfrom the Jowe countries , he 
ſent the Counte of Mansfeild at two ſeuerall 
7mes, both with horſe, and foote. He ſent alſo, 
he Counte of Arenberg,the Baron of Erge , and 
divers others, to afsiſt thefaid king, at ſundry 
tymes . All which forces , fent by the King of 
S$paine, from tyme to rymeinto Fraunce, himſelf 
of his princely and liberall mynde , ever main- 
tayned & payedar his owne charges. And there 
is nothing that'rtiore declarerh his moderation, 
multice, and equitie, towardes his Chriſtian neigh 
bours, then is Fryeete and Chriſtianlyke demea

And yet as the 
world ſeeth, he neither the,nornow, hath chale 
ged any ſuch this atall:& thisis a Gngper praiſe 
andan eternall glory,to this moſt puillant prince 
of all ages,and in this tyme eſpecially to be mar- 
uvayled at,thar he attepreth nothing,nor wageth 
any warres, that are not juſt, honorable, and 
allowed bothe by the lawes of God and man. 
Andas touching the Queene of England, I will

that action: and to the confiſcatio of their landes 
and goodes, therewith to reward his freindes & 
followers : and ſo demonſtrate ynto the world, 
that he could politikely chuſe a tyme conueniert 
ro-diſcharge ſuch dury, as is incident vnto the ho:

And touching Fraunce , albeit that by the

_ the Lones, the Lottery, gathering for the ſteeple of 
| Paules,newe impoftes and cuſtomes of wynes,clo 
thes,and other marchandize,forfaiftzres,and cor

He 
Is neither embraced in the courte,norbeloued in 
the contry . He is freindly ro none, but for his 
owne profit . He is not welcome to his peeres, 
nor of affeCtion followed of his inferjors: but res 
ſembleth a ſtorme in the aire,which all creatures 
do feare and ſhun,and noneddq Joue ordeſyre. 
And aJbeit that he now in his alryrude , dothe 
manifeſt in himſelfthe yery nature and conditia 
of a Tyrant, whoſe vile and abie courage is to 
murther & butcher. fuchas innocetly liue vnder 
his iurifdictis: let him not think that thereby he 
can duert the tuſt iudgmer ofCod, vnto whome 
their ſacred bloode dothe inceſſantly call for ven 
geance: Nor that al] the reuengesof iniuries,wro 
ges,and violences,don vntoother princes, and: 
eſpetially ynto the King of Spaine,ca poſsibly be:
